MINUTES. 


SATURDAY,  NOV.  10,  183S. 

1.  According  to  appointment,  the  Convention  held  its  fif- 
teenth annnal  meetini,^  with  tlic  Grant's  Creek  Church.  Eld-u 
E.  Baptist  preached  tlie  Introductory  Sermon.

V'^-e  retpiesdul  in  their  vis'ls  v.-:u<u<r  dm  churches,  to  state  the 
<     '-ct  u,i-  vvhii'.      :  !-:i;l  ;;e;,':j  ujipaiatcd,  and  to  cncoura^;e  young 
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men  to  make  nppllcation  to  tlie  correspondiri|:r  Secretary  of  [ho 
Committee.  In  two  cases,  communications  have  been  received 
from  brelliren  at  a  distance,  expressinj^  tlieir  wisli  to  avail  them- 
selves ofan  npporlutiity  to  quality  themselves  in  a  higher  decree 
for  ministerial  usefulness.  In  the  replici*  which  were  made  to 
both  of  ihcse  communications,  both  of  the  biethren  were  invited 
to  accept  such  advantages  as  it  was  in  uur  power  to  olfer.  One 
of  them  had  entered  into  an  engagement  to  serve  churches  in  his 
neighboriiood,  and  found  it  impossible  to  sever  himself  The 
other  declined  our  proposal,  for  reasons  that  have  not  been  learn- 
ed. 

We  may  mention  a  third  case,  \vl«ich  is  at  this  time  under  con- 
sideration, presented  by  the  friends  of  a  young  brother  of  promi- 
sing talents,  who  is  now  very  actively  engaged  in  preachin'^. 
Whether  he  will  feel  it  his  duty  to  relinquisii  a  part  of  his  labors 
for  the  sake  of  giving  himself  to  study,  his  friends  have  not  yet 
asceiiained,  and  of  course  nothing  decisive  has  been  done. 

In  concluding  this  brief  report  permit  us  to  say,  that  althou"h 
we  are  grieved  that  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  nothin", 
yei  we  do  not  dosjtair  for  the  cause  in  which  we  have  been  en- 
gaged. God  has  been  pleased  to  pour  out  hissj)iiit  very  recent- 
ly on  many  young  men,  some  of  whom  he  designs,  we  trust,  for 
the  ministry  of  his  word.  If  wo  continue  to  ()ray  that  he  send 
forth  laborers  into  his  vincjard,  and  to  use  our  best  eflorts  for 
making  those  whom  he  may  send,  workmen  that  need  not  bo  a- 
shamcd,  we  conlidently  believe  that  our  prayers  and  elforts  will 
not  be  ill  vain.  Wo  do  therefore  earnc^ily  desire,  tliat  neither 
the  Committee  on  lOducalion  nor  the  Cijiivcntion,  will  regard  the 
cause  of  ministerial  education  i.'i  our  State  as  hopeless,  or  relax 
their  efforts  in  its  behalf

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19.  The  commmiiration  from  tlic  Georgia  Convention  w^s 
rfcicrrcd  to  the  coniniillocon  Ediiciitiun. 

20.  15.  S.  l^'ant,  as  agent,  rc})oited  ;  and  so  much  of  Jij.s  re. 
port  as  rehitcd  to  l-lchicjition,  was  reiciTcd  to  tlic  conimiitce  on 
that  bul>Ject,  and  the  ivniaindcr  to  the  coniiniltee  oji  7\irciiey  jj 
Molcoinlie,  also  an  u^vut.  juesenled  his  report,  uhjch  was ivlcrr- 
cd  to  thecomniillee  on  Ageney. 

21.  'IMie  committee  on  Education,  appointed  yestorflav,  pre. 
senlcd  their  report,  wliieli  was  ajiprovcd  and  ordered  to  be  print- 
f'd.     It  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  ou  KJucation  boj;  leave  to  lleport: 
^Ve  arc  deeply  impressed  wiili  the  conviction,  that  the  siihiect 
wliich  tiic  Coiivciilioii  has  committed  to  our  consideration  is  one 
of  vast  importance.  The  Head  of  the  Church  lias  been  pleased 
lo  ordain  the  ministry  of  his  word,  as  the  great  means  of  salva- 
lion;  and  the  hii;h  aiithorily  of  Heaven,  and  (he  claims  of  a  dy- 
ing world,  demand  ol"  us  that  we  do  every  thinij;  in  our  power  to 
promote  the  ])rogres.s  and  efiiciency  of  this  divinely  appointed 
means  of  <,rood  to  our  perishinnr  rnce.  We  know  iiolhinir  t!,at  is 
)daced  within  our  power,  which  will  bear  so  directly  and  with  so 
powerful  eil'cct  on  (his  important  interest,  as  the "  judicious  in- 
struction and  (raining  of  young  men  who  are  entering  the  gospel 
ininisjry.  And  we  confulcutly  believe,  that  (he  Con\^enlion  will, 
if  it  faint  not  in  its  cirorls  in  this  good  cause,  reap,  in  due  sea- 
son, a  rich  reward. 

Jt  is  the  opinion  of  your  eommiUce,  that  the  l)esl  method  in  our 
present  circumstances,  Ibr  prosecuting  the  object  in  view,  will 
be,  to  excite  a  greater  degr.^e  of  atte'mion  to  "its  importance,  to 
encoiir;,gc  young  men  who  have  been  licensed  by  the  churches 
io  preach  i!ie  gospel,  to  aspire  alier  such  mental  improvement  as 
will  quaiily  them  lor  greater  uselUlness;  and  to  provide,  in  some 
unostentatious  way,  .such  means  of  instruction  as  their  necessi- 
ties and  uur  ability  may  all.jw. 

As  the    best  means  which  at  present  occurs  to    us  of  accom- 
pli-slung  these  purposes,  we  respeelfully  propose  to  the  Conven- 
tion, the  adoptnm  ol  the  lollowing  resolutions  •

22.  Oil  motion  ofD.  P.  Bcstor,  it  was  uLrrofd  that  the  duties 
contemplated  in  the  above  report,  be  assiiriied  to  the  same  cuui- 
mittee,  and  that  J.  H.  Devotie  and  A.  J.  1  folcombe  l)e  added  to 
the  committee.  On  motion  of  J.  C.  Foster,  ]).  P.  Bestor  Wiis 
also  added. 

23.  Tlie  report  of  the  Treastirer  of  tlie  Trnstccs,  was  ijikeii 
from  the  table,  and  after  a  lenglhy  discussion,*  tlie  foUowiui;  iv- 
solution  was  ado})ted ; 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  2:0  to  Grecnsiid- 
roui,Mi,  and  consult  with  the  Trustet's,  ('xamiuc  the  nature  of  tlio  funds 
exixndcd  in  tlie  operation  of  the  Inslituti'.  and  determine  and  rccom- 
mer.d  to  the  Convention,  at  its  next  session,  what  dispositicm  shall  !).• 
made  of  the  sur])lus  funds.  E.  D.Kin:^' and  il.  (J.  Leaof  l*erry  coinitv. 
L.  B.  Lane  and  Win  Lipscomb,  of  j\Iareiii;o,  and  J.  A.  Ilodijes,  of  Ti.v- 
caloosa,  were  appointed  on  said  commitlce. 

21.  D.  P.  ]>estor  made  the  following  statement  and  proj)osal 
to  the  Convention  : 

''  It  will  appear  from  the  Treasurer's  Report,  that  I  purchased  a  jtiirl 
of  the  land,  sold  by  order  of  the  Convention.  I  was  uri^ed  by  some  <  f 
our  brethren  to  i)urcliasu  all  of  it;  but  could  not.  I  jiave  sold  three 
acres,  and  now  own  niiu'ty-two.  ll  has  been  thought  by  those  wlii« 
wished  me  to  purchase  the  land,  that  the  Convention  would  be  idad  in 
redeem  it. 

"•  I  now  ofTer  to  the  Convention  the  ninety-two  acres,  at  cost.  Tin- 
premises  are  in  belter  rei)air,  than  \\\\r]i  I  purchased.  1  .isk  nulhin<;  biii 
the  refundinix  of  my  money,  without  interest.-' 

25.  On  motion,  l)y  A.  J.  J  loleonibe.  tiic  thanks  of  the  Conven- 
tion were  tendered  to  brother  Bestor  for  the  oiler  ;  but  it  was  mil 
thotig-ht  expedient  to  acci'pt  it,  as  the  land  conld  not  be  usefully 
cmployodby  tlic  Convention. 

y    2G.  The  H)llowinir  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : 
'     Resolved,  Tliatlhe  ^ul)scripUons  which  have  been  made  to  the  .Man- 
ual Labor  Insiitule,  at  (ireeu>borou;,'h,  and  yet  roniain  unpaid,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  remitted. 

Adjourned,  to  meet  at  half  past  0,  A.  U.  to-morrow.

29.  'The  comniittjj  on  Forcifrn  Missions  reported  as  follows  : 
tIvU  from  intolli  n  nc-  rcceiveil  tiom  the  Foreign  Mission  Stations, 
there  is  -reat  reason  to  '•  bless  God  and  take  courage."  The  Lord  is 
blessin<^Uie  labors  of  hi^  s:-rvanls,  and  bringing  many  of  those,  who,  a 
fow  vears  a^'o,  were  onvdopfd  in  heathenish  idolatry  and  superstition, 
10  a  kuowleciijo  of  Jesus,  ami  causing  them  to  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  glo- 
ry of  God.  The  niijlit  ol'crror  which  has,  for  ages  and  centuries,  covt-r- 
t>d  thi  :n  is  yielding  to  t!.e  li-ht  of  tiie  sun  of  rightc-ousncss.     For  these 
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of  Foreign  Mi  -ions  is  so  low,  tliiU  there  is  a  probability  that  the  labors 
must  be  contracted,  inst.-ad  of  b;!))?  enlarged— that  Missionaries  must 
(Mtlier  be  calletl  liouu',  or  liinitt  d  in  their  dfort?.  Must  we  come  to  this 
alternative  ?

REPORT  OF  B.  S.  FANT. 

Brother  President — Those  only  who  regard  ihe  public  good, 
and  the  cause  o(  God,  with  more  attention  than  they  do  mere 
personal  concerns,  can  form  an  adequate  conception  of  the  inte- 
rast  which  I  feel  in  presenting  the  report  which  is  now  due. 

Since  your  last  session  I  have  been  made  to  pass  through  ma- 
ny painful  trials,  and  God  alone  has  sustained  mo  under  them. 
In  addition  to  my  own  personal  a  mictions,  witliin  the  space  of  six 
weeks  an  atloctionato  sister  and  my  dear  loving  companion,  were 
both  removed  from  their  probationary  state,  i  trust  to  join  the 
spirits  of  tiie  sainted  world.  'J'he  time  that  has  not  been  devoted 
to  said  afTiiclions,  1  have  used  in  promoting  the  objects  of  my  a- 
gency,  not  so  much  on  account  of  its  being  a  pleasant  work,  as 
that  of  its  necessity,  ]"]\perieiiCO  has  taught  me  that  the  causo 
in  which  we  arc  engaged,  like  most  other  good  causes,  will  have 
its  dithcultics,  and  sometimes  its  per>eoutioiis,  to  struggle  wilii. 
It  is  good  then,  to  resolve  in  the  strength  of  (jod,  not  to  be  driven 
from  our  stations;  hoping  that  the  thorns  which  are  strewed  in 
our  way  will  hereafter  blossom,  and  furnish  garlands  to  decorate 
our  administrations. 

I  am  unable  to  say  any  thing  dcc'sive  relative  to  [he  amount 
of  good  already  enectcd,  through  the  labors  ot'the  Convention; 
I  am  prepared  however  to  say,  that  appearances  at  this  time  arc 
singularly  favorable;  but  appearances  we  know  merit  only  a  cer- 
tain degree  of  reliance;  yet,  when  it  is  recollected,  that  the  pre- 
sent year  has  been  one  fraught  with  much  to  discourage  our  op- 
erations, particularly  the  object  of  Education,  we  cannot  repiao 
at  the  success  whicli  has  hilhcrto  attended  our  limited  cllbrts; 
hoping  at  the  same  time,  that  our  prospecli  will  become  more 
and  more  i)romising. 

1  have  labored  about  six  months  and  expended  about  fifty  dol- 
ars.  'J'he  mission  subjects  1  have  scarcely  rcpresenied  on  any 
occasion.  I  have  for  Domestic  missions,  twenty-seven  dollars 
and  fifty  cents;  for  Foreign  missions,  seven  dollars  and  (ifly  cents. 
I  have  taken  on  subscription  from  a  number  of  the  most  respon- 
sible persons  in  the  state,  between  seven  and  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars, specially  for  the  education  of  indi-.ent  young  mini.^tcr.*;  to 
be  applied  in  any  way  which  the  Convcniion  may  dcvisc.  1  li'i^'t-' 
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received  of  the  above  and  former  subscriptions  in  cash,  one  thou- 
sand and  tv.cnlv-lhrcc  dollars  and    mW  cents.      I  would  to  God 
that  the  spirit  which  some  of  our  brethren  have  manifested,  would 
hpcome  more  universal.

It  appears  from  the  examination  of  the  minutes,  that  the  Con- 
vention at  its  last  session,  appointed  four  of  our  brethren  to  labor 
in  the  destitute  parts  of  the  Stale.  Your  committee  have  recei- 
ved reports  iVoin  but  two,  and  one  of  them  has  spent,  as  it  will  be 
.seen,  hut  a  short  time  in  the  service  of  the  CtJiivention.  Broth- 
er Ailiinson,  who  by  your  a|)poinIment  labors  in  the  South-east- 
ern part  of  the  State,  in  his  r(!pori  alludes  to  very  favorable  chan- 
p[es  that  have  taken  place  in  the  field  of  his  opcralions;  that  the 
coldness  and  even  oppo'^iiion  which  he  met  with  in  many  neigh- 
Ixjrhoods,  have  fi;iven  place  to  the  most  marked  attention  and  cor- 
dial co-operation.  That  in  places  where,  during  the  first  year  of 
his  labors  he  had  almost  des[mired  of  eflecting  any  thing  in  the 
cause  of  his  Master,  the  Lord  has  been  pleased  graciously  to 
pour  out  his  spirit,  lie  rep(»rls  that  he  has  spent  the  year  in  your 
service,  during  which  time  he  has  travelled  three  thousand  seven 
luindred  and  fifty  miles;  preached  one  hundred  and  ninety  ser- 
mons; bapti/.ecl  tliirty-nine  persons,  and  assisted  in  forming  one 
missionary  society.  IJrothcr  Tallisfero,  whose  field  of  labor  em- 
braces the    couniics  of  lienton,  Cherokee,  DeKalb,  INIarshull

and  Jackson,  in  his  report  adverts  to  the  jireat  destitution  in  that 
rej^ion,  and  the  desire  manifested  by  the  people  to  hear  the  aos- 
pel     Owing  to  the  calls  made  upon  him  in  his  own  neijrhborhood 
ior  ministerial  labor,  he  has  been  able  to  spend  but  two  months 
in  the  service  of  the  Convention,  during;  which  lime  he  travcllcil 
four  hundred  miles?,   preached  sixty-three  sermons,   and  assisted 
in  constituting  one  church.   We  would  urge  by  all  means  the  re- 
appointment  of  these   brethren.      The  fields  in  which   they  have 
been  laboring,  are  truly  ripe  for  the  harvest,  and  if  rightly  atten- 
ded to,  we  may  expect  a  glorious  ingathering  of  souls  wil'l  be  the 
result. 

By  sustaining  your  domestic  missions  you  will  most  cfTcctuallv 
advance  in  the  support  of  the  foreign  also.  The  churches  which 
your  missionaries  are  instrumental  in  gathering  and  buihiiug  up, 
will  be  missionary  churches;  they  will  add  strength  to  this  body, 
and  advance  the  general  cause  of  benevolence.  \Vc  hope  tiial 
the  Convention  will  not  be  satisfied  merely  lo  reappoint  the  breth- 
ren, wiiose  reports  have  l)een  laid  before  it,  but  will  send  out  o- 
thcr  men  who  will  be  willing  to  spend  their  time  in  its  service. 

liefore  closing  this  report,  your  committee  deem  it  necessary 
to  remark  in  relation  to  the  I'linJs.  It  appears  from  exainiiiatimi 
of  the  minutes  ol'our  last  session,  and  all  tlie  iiifdriuation  wc  have 
been  able  to  collect  during  this  meeting,  that  llicrc  has  not  been 
a  sufiicient  amount  contributed  to  enable  the  (Convention  to  fullil 
its  engagaineiils  with  the;  few  missionaries  at  present  in  its  em- 
ploy, and  with  reiercnce  to  the  monies  sent  up  I'ur  dnmostic  mis- 
sions, wc  have  nolir.iid,  that  the  most  of  it  came  fioin  tliosc  des- 
titute parts  of  the  State  where  our  missidiiarics  arc  labouring; 
that  those  parts  of  the  Stale  where  our  denoniination  possesses 
wealth  and  inlluencc,  nothing,  comparatively  speaking,  lias  been 
done,  lielieving,  Innvovcr,  lliat  this  stale  of  things  arises  from 
the  fact,  that  tiie  necessity  of  contributing  iov  domestic  missions, 
has  not  been  sullicicntly  urged  upon  the  churches  ;  we  rccoiii- 
mond,  that  besidi.'s  soliciting  private  donations,  the  ministers  con- 
nected with  this  body,  bo  requested  to  preach  to  each  of  their 
churches  on  the  subject  during  the  pn^sent  }ear,  and  lake  up  a 
public  collection  for  the  Domealic  missions,  under  the  patronage 
of  the  Convention.
